You can always connect it up, but you may not get really accurate readings. 
The values given in the specs are measured using a special jig with 
precautions taken to control strays. With pentodes and the like which have 
very low Cgp you will need to have the screen grounded and be able to 
measure very small capacitances accurately - not a trivial task. I think 
there's a discussion of how it's done in the Radiotron Designer's Handbook

The reference is Electronic Industries Association standard EIA-191-D, 
"Measurement of Direct Interelectrode Capacitances of Electron Tubes", 
published in 1985. Should be available via interlibrary loan if you don't 
want to pay $20+ for a copy. 


Well, there is also IEC 100, from the International Electrotechnical 
Commission, but since the last price I have was 94 Swiss Francs, you don't 
want to think how much it would cost delivered to the US... 


My understanding is that the Tektronix 130 LC meter is very suitable for 
measuring interelectrode capacitance. They don't come too cheap, about $75 
is the going eBay price, although I've seen them much cheaper at fleas. If 
you buy a 130 LC, you also want to get the S-30 Delta Standard for keeping 
it calibrated. It appears to be a great machine for measuring capacitances 
between 1 and 500 pF, which are just below the radar of things like a GenRad 


1650 impedance bridge.
